SHARP FIGHTING, 


Tbe Troops of Ueueial* Otis and M1I- 


Jer Keep Busy. 


Manila, «>Feb. 15, 5.20 p. m.— Several 


rebels yesterday having fired from the 
houses bearing white flags on 
the 


American outposts, Colonel Smith with 
three companies of the Californians 
proceeded to clean out tber rebels, who 
opposed him from the brush. Several 
fakirnushes happened and nine Cali- 
fornians were wounded before 
the 


enemy was driven out -The work to- 
day is proceeding systematically. A 
gunboat is shelling the villages and 
jungles, and the entire California regi- 
ment, part of the Washington and 
Idaho regiments and the battery of the 
Sixth artillery are engaged. The rebels 
are being driven toward- lake Laguna, 
apparently shor of ammunition but 
fighting desperately, /a'he American 
outposts in this direction are now 12 
miles out. All is quiet along the rest 
of the lines. 


Bandar's Fighting at Hollo.

The dispatch to 
the Associated Press from "Washington 
says the war department had received 
a cable from General Otis on the 12th 
saying "it was reported, that the In- 
surgent representative at Washington 
telegraphed to Aguinaldo to drive out 
the Americans before the arrival of re- 
inforcements. The dispatch was re- 
ceived at Hong Kong, and mailed to 
Malalos which decided the attack be 
made on the 7th mst etc." It will be 
noticed General Otis did not^say he had 
a copy'of the telegram rtef-erred to.

Storm Has Traveled lo Sea After Burying New 


England InJSnow. 


Boston, Feb. 15.—Th« railroads, dia 


street departments and all things dis- 
turbed by the unusual vigor of the ele- 
ments are speedily returning to normal 
conditions, and by tonight all will be 
going- almost as usual. Cars and trains 
are running with their old respect foi 
schedules. 


The cost of the storm ia as yet, of 


course, merely a matter of estimate. 
But if the history of other bouts with 
Boreas is of any estimative value, the 
sum that street and-eteam raJlroade, 
suburban street railways, snipping, dam- 
age to wharves, bridges, etc., and to ths 
municipality of Boston in general, are 
out of pocket Is roundly $1,000,000, 


Owing to the fact that New England, 


especially Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- 
and, have been comparatively exempt 
from heavy snowfalls during the past 
16 or 20 years, the railroads in those 
states have not found it necessary to 
equip themselves with modern snow- 
moving machinery, so that th« great 
storms of last November and Monday 
found them much unprepared. Block- 
ades have therefore been quite frequent, 
and not a single railroad company found 
itself able to cope with 18 inches of 
snow on a level, much less with six-foot 
drifts. 
f 


Notwithstanding this, all four of the 


great New England companies—the 
New Haven, the Boston and Afbany, the 
Boston and Maine, and the Fitchburg— 
spent yesterday In a brave effort to- 
ward shaking themselves clear of the 
tremendous masses of snow which 
blocked all traffic, and by night good 
progress had been made, and on a num- 
ber of the short lines the 1tr%lns were 
running fairly well on time. A number 
of express trains wore also pushed 
through. 


The New Haven road managed to dis- 


patch all its New York trains on time 
after 10 o'clock in the morning, with one 
exception. 
The road officials reported 


that the suburban traffic was resumed 
at noon yesterday, and that the trains 
were running practically on time. Far- 
ther dpwn on the Plymouth division, the 
road was unable to make much progress 
during- the'day, and no trains were run- 
ning south of Middleboro. 
The officials 


are confident that within another 24 
hours the entire system will be cleared. 


The Boston and Albany sent out one 


through western train during the day, 
and one came in from Chicago, but the 
great drifts just above Worcester and 
the deep snow in the Berkshire hills 
prevented the movement of other of the 
long-distance trains, 
Over the sub- 


urban routes the trains were running 
on an hourly schedule. 
The officials 


hope to clear1 the road of snow as far as 
Springfield by this noon, but it may 
be some hours later before the regular 
service to Albany is resumed. 


Nearly all the trains on the southern 


division of the Boston and Maine were 
running regularly yesterday afternoon, 
but there was delay In receiving trains 
from connecting roads to the north. On 
the western division traffic was also re- 
sumed, while one or two.trams were 
sent over the eastern division to Port- 
land. 
On the branch lines, however, 


there was much delay, and on one or 
two of the small ones the^e were no 
trains at all. 


The Fitchburg had a hard wrestle with 


the terrific drifts west of Ayer Junction, 
and only two through trains were sent 
over the road during the day. The lo- 
cal service was, however, in fairly good 
shape. 


The Maine railroads, being used to 


heavy snowfalls, found nothing out of 
the ordinary winter weather in the 
storm. 


Not a little damage was done to ship- 


ping at Vineyard Haven, but it is in- 
sisiiificant in comparison with tha 
wreckage which followed the November 
gale. Steam tug G. M. Winslow yester- 
day found the schooner Annie F. Kim- 
ball of Bath, from Boothbay for Suffolk, 
Va., cargo of ice, in the breakers just 
swinging clear of Mutton shoal in 
Muskeget channel. The Winslow towed 
her to a safe anchorage here. The Wins- 
low also brought to this port Captain 
Hunter and the crew of the schooner 
Emma, St. John for Providence, cargo of 
lumber, which vessel is dismasted and 
ashore and full of water in Muskeget 
channel. Schooner Erie. Captain Brown, 
St. John for Fall River, lumber laden, 
was driven across the Emma's bow 
Monday and fouled the Emma, carrying 
away th* latter's bowsprit. The Erie 
then drifted out over the shoals and yes- 
terday was not to be seen. It is feared 
that she was lost with all on board. A 
fishing schooner is reported to be an- 
chored in that vicinity with colors In the 
rigging for assistance. Several large 
vessels are reported in that same local- 
ity apparently ashore. Tuga will leave 
here to endeavor to assist the distressed 
vessels.

the Berlin conference; vshen the choice 
of a Hug was under consideration, Bis- 
marck insisted that Mataafa should not 
be eligible, because his troops were 
fcailt' of outrages on the dead and 
wounded German sailors whom he de- 
feated, and the British representative 
concede! this exception to be fair. The 
chief justice ruled thai this was a per- 
manent disqualification, and therefore 
that tne ^otes for Mataafa must be 
thrown out, a-though they were a large 
trajority of those cast. 


It mu^t be said, however, that no 


such disqualification appears in the 
treaty of 1880. Articlu I of that docu- 
ment, as ratified by the senate early 
tho lollowing year, declares tha'; "the 
three powert recognize the independ- 
ence of the Samoan government and 
the free light of the natives to elect 
thei- king or chief and choose their 
form of ^ovcrnment according to their 
own laws and customs." It further de-

dared that Malietoa I should be recog- 
nized by the three powers aa king, 
"with a view to the prompt restoration 
of peace and good order in1 said islands 
and in view of tbe difficulties which 
would surround an election in the pres- 
ent disordered condition of their gov- 
ernment," but it was expressly stipu- 
lated that "his successors shall be duly | 
elected according to the laws and cue- i 
toms of Samoa." It becomes a ques- [ 
tion, therefore, whether Bismarck's ob- 
jection to Mataafa, perfectly natural 
when the alleged ill treatnlent of the 
defeated Germans was fresh and. when 
the three powers were to select the first 
sovereign, was meant to apply for all 
time, especially as the objection pre- 
eented in debate did not appear in the 
agreement that Malietoa's successor 
should be chosen according to Samoan 
customs and laws. 
! 


Another point to note ia that after 


the death of MaJietoa, last August, and 
before the election, Mataafa was brought 
back from the exile to which he had 
been condemned by the three powers, 
and brought back, too, with the ap- 
proval of Germany's official representa- 
tives in the islands and on a German 
snip. If that did not look like a condo- 
nation of the offences which Germany 
charged him with ten years ago, her be- 
lief in his eligibility to the throne was 
o.rtairly indicated when her represent- 
at ves openly supported his candidacy. 


Th» queer feature of the controversy, 


in short, is that while th« supreme 
court was b»5ng ' its decision against 
Mataa'a on a German objection to r'm 
exprosf-'d in 1889, to wbic' the United 
States and Great Britain then deferred, 
the oificial representative of; Germany 
at Apia was proceeding on the ground 
"hat hi<- government did riot oppose dim 
i« ISvB, but would regard, him as the 
lavfally e ected. krjg.

TO&ACCO PIPhS. 


A4t«dical Authority That Says Clay I» 


Preferable to Wood. 


If tobacco smoking is justifiable at all 


on h j gienio grounds, says The Lancet, 
it is generally conceded that the pipe is 
tbe least injurious means. But tobacco 
piiea differ considerably in material 
and shapes, both of which must oe irx- 
portant factors in determining the char- 
acter of the smoke. Thus there are the 
clay, the meerschaum and the various 
wooden pipes, the brier, cherry or my- 
all. 
Next to the tobacco, therefore, 


which should always be pure and free 
from added flavoring, an expedient 
which is resorted to far too commonly 
nowadays, probably in many instances 
to cover an inferior quality of tobacco, 
the best kind of pipe is a point to be 
considered. Even assuming that he is 
smoking good tobacco, the smoker knows 
how different in character tbe sm<~Jre ia 
when drawn from a clay or a woodea 
bowl. There is probably a scientific ex- 
planation of this fact which must have 
some bearing on the noxious or innocu- 
ous character of the smoke associated 
with other products of combustion. 
i 


A soft clay is invariably cool smok- 


ing because the acid oils obtained on 
the destructive distillation of tbe tobac- 
co are absorbed instead of collecting in 
a little pool, which must eventually 
either by the volatilization or by-me- 
chanical conveyance reach the month. 
A particular 'pipe "smokes hot" not 
necessarily because the temperature of 
the smoke ia high, but because it favors 
tbe passage by one of these means of - 
tbe oils into the month. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an old 
wooddn pipe or brier, so dear to invet- 
erate smokers, becomes "smooth smok- 
ing" because sthe pores of the wood 
widen and BO absorb, as ia the case with 
clay or meerschaum, a large proportion 
of the tobacco oil. 


Thus an old pipe "sweats," as it is 


termed—that is, the oil intrudes into 
the expanded pores of tbe wooden bowl 
aud at length exudes. Similarly a hook 
shaped pipe must be better than a pipe 
tbe bowl of which is on the same level, 
with tbe month, for the simple reason 
that in tbe former a considerable qnan-1 
tity of the oil is kept back in the U 
shaped part of the pipe, while in the 
latter the oil travels easily down the | 
stem. Ebonite stems are in general ob- 
jectionable because they commonly spoil 
tbe true fl ;VOT of tobacco smoke. This 
ia most probably due to the sulphur of 
the ebonite combining with tbe volatile 
oils iu the smoke. We know instances 
where ebonite stems hav> produced dis- 
t* -.otly o*- ectionable symptoms in the 
throat, most probably for the reason 
just given. 
' 


Bone or real amber makes a ranch 


more satisfactory steiv, or tne pipes 
ebou'd be of wood throughout. Am bar 
substitutes, and especially celluloid, 
should be discarded ett.reJy ns d- n ir- 
ons, while tde flavor of camphor vhi<h 
these invariably communicate to *J?e 
smoke forms a very unpl<pisa/it combi- 
nation. Pipes of spec *1 construction 
cannot be regarded with much favor, 
ench as those which are eaid to be hy- 
gienic and usually contain * eo called 
nicotine absorber. Thoie smokers who 
require such auxiliary Attachments had 
better not smoke at all. As a matter of 
fact tobacco yields little nicotine in the 
smoke produced on its partial combus- 
tion. It is mainly to oils of a tarry and 
acrid character that the toxio symptoms 
of tobacco smoking are due.

and exercises for the exposition. The 
meetings will take place in tlie dist-ict 
of Vincennes and are divided into ten 
sections, as follows: Athletic games, 
gymnastics, fencing, shooting, ho se- 
manship, cycling, automobllism, nauti- 
cal sports, life saving and aerostation. 


The meetings for the athletic sports, 


gymnastics and fencing will take place 
in the district of the Lake Daumesnil, 
forming an annex to the exposition of 
1900. The meetings for shooting will 
be held in the grounds of the wood of 
Vincennes. The place for holding the 
pigeon shooting, however, has not yet 
been determined upon. The municipal 
hippodrome at Vincennes has been se- 
lected as the place for meetings for 
horsemanship, and the cycling exercises 
will be held in the velodrome of Vin- 
cennes. The long distance cycling races 
will be held outside the inclosnre of the 
exposition. In the same annex to the 
exposition will be held the automobile 
races and displays. 


The nautical sports will be held on 


the Seine and tbe Marne and Lake 
Daumesnil, and the life saving and 
aerostation exhibits will take place in 
the annex of the exposition by the Lake 
Daumefmil 
All communications from 


tbe United States a» to the meetings, 
details, rules, etc., should be addressed 
to M. Alfred Picard, commissioner gen- 
eral. The detailed programme of the 
athletic and other sport meetings will 
be submitted to the exposition adminis- 
tration before Oct. 1.

American exhibit in Paris in 1900 will 
be a carefully managed horse show. 
American oarsmen, too, will compete 
at the Paris exposition in 1900. The 
National Association of Amateur Oars- 
men will send the fastest crew in Amer- 
ica to Paris in 1900.—New York Her- 
ald.

This trick ia not so easily ac- 
complished, when the fact is brought 
to mind that 20 other Indians with 
heavy clubs are pursuing him and at- 
tempting to beat him to earth, which 
is ottener done than he escapee. The 
swiftest runners are cbonun for this 
game, so that when they once get the 
"ball it can be carired to the goal and 
the game won.—Special Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Mr. Charles A. Schott a gold medal and 
a prize of 4,000 francs recently confer- 
red upon him by the Institute of France, 
which is recognized as the highest

1898'waB awarded to Mr. Schott for hia 
discoveries -in terrestrial magnetism.

He was born 
in Sicily, educated in Germany, came 
to the United States in childhood, 
learned the trade of a 'surveyor and se- 
cured employment with the coast sur- 
vey more than 59 years ago. He has 
since been.engaged in making computa- 
tions and working out the observations 
and notes of the surveyors.

Coal Formation. 


It will be remarked that tbe deposits 


of anthracite are found in very moun- 
tainous regions. The difference between 
this hard and what, are called the soft 
coals was explained to me by the late 
ProfesBor William B. Rogers. When 
tbe contraction of the earth's surface 
took place by which the mountain re- 
gions of Pennsylvania and a few other 
parts of tbe carboniferous series were 
formed, these mountains were thrown 
np, turned over and twisted in such a 
manner as to cause the materials of 
vegetable origin of which ooal is formed 
to become coked, or partly coked, under 
extreme pressure; It ia due to that pres- 
sure and accompanying heat that the 
anthracite coals are hard and virtually 
free from bitumen; while, under other 
conditions, the bituminous or semibitu- 
minoua coals are soft and more friable, 
containing more bituminous element. 
In some other parts of the earth's sur- 
face where coal is found the so called 
brown coals and lignites hive not been 
subjected to tbe measure of heat under 
pressure sufficient to convert them into 
true coal.—Edward Atkinson in Cen- 
tury.

A very common error is prevalent 


that the work of reporters, given ia 
newspapers, as a rule is not entitled to 
respect or credence, it is generally as- 
sumed that the reporter writes chiefly 
or wholly to make a sensation or ia 
gome way iuterest readers without re- 
gard to facts, while just the reverse is 
the truth in all reputable newspaper es- 
tablishments. 


It is safe to assume that the state- 


ments of .reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country are 
quite as truthful as are the general 
statements from the pulpit when the 
minister gets outside of strictly reli- 
gious teachings, and very much more 
truthful than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading profes- 
sions. With very few exceptions the 
management of our leading daily news- 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa- 
per writer, and yet it ia common for all 
who are displeased with any reportorial 
statement to say that "it's a mere news- 
paper story." 


It is true ttfc.it there are a few con- 


spicuous exceptions to the rule that gov- 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country. 


Not only are the managers of our 


leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in- 
force on their reporters and correspond- 
ents to present the truth with as exact 
fairness as is possible, but the pnblio 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex- 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it would be more harm- < 
f ul to publish than to suppress it. There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this city do not sup- ( 
press the facts proper for public infor- 
mation which would make a most inter- 
esting .story solely because it would 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
and helpless and cast an imperishable 
shadow upon tbeir lives. With all the 
errors necessarily committed in a news- 
paper office by reason of the haste with 
which the articles must often be prepar- 
ed, the public little know with what 
thorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even as the 
cost of suppressing legitimate and inter- 
esting information. The skeletons of 
hundreds of households are carefully 
guarded in the newspaper offices of the i 
country, and generally without even tha ' 
knowledge of the people who are thus 
protected.—Philadelphia Times.

beads swinging around |heir necks— 
bad business with Ihe Great Father, 
else they would have postponed their 
day for paying their respects until the 
heavy snow, which gives Washington a 
Klondike appearance, 
melts away. 


Their business here is to look after 
claims arising under the treaty of 1872 
which gave Jim Hill's Great Northern 
railway a right of way through the 
Sionx reservation. The president was 
most kind in his treatment of the red 
men, 
and as Hailstones spoke fluent 


English tbe president was much inter- 
ested in the callers. 


Later in the day the Sionx visited the 


capitol and occupied seats in the senate 
gallery and listened to Senator Petti- 
grew, chairman of the Indian affairs 
committee, urge the passage of the In- 
dian appropriation bill.

THK SINKING Of tOK 


This date is the first anniversary ol 


the sinking of the battleship Maine in 
Havana harbor, causing: the loss of 
260 American lives and liberating the 
lorce that swept the men of war of 
Spam 
from 
ea&tein 
and western 


seas. 
The 
anniversary 
of 
the 


sinking of the Maine TV ill always be an 
important date in American and Span- 
ish history, and may yet be regarded 
as the anniversary of the beginning of 
a new era, the coming: to national ma- 
turity of the greatest people on earth. 


The sinking of the Maine considered 


as a disconnected incident means noth- 
ing: more than a frightful loss of life 
through treachery or accident, but it 
assumes the first importance when 
considered with reference to its set- 
ing-. 
Already this country had be- 


come horrified at Spanish cruelty in 
Cuba, An enterprising press, assisted 
in a minor way by a Cuban junta on 
these shores, had fed the American 
mind with stories of Spanish atrocity 
until tolerance of Spanish methods had 
reached the breaking point. And the 
Spaniards, too, had oome to consider 
the Americans 
as enemies 
An. in- 


etmctive opposition from something 
like prophetic intuition had developed 
in 'the Dons toward the United States, 
and this first showed itself in a marked 
•way in the hostile demonstration hi 
&avana about a month before the 
Maine disaster when the Spanish gov- 
ernor-general in Cuba found it nec- 
essary to place a guard around the 
American consulate. A rew days after 
this the famous De Lome letter was 
discovered, and this letter also showed 
the emnity that moved the Spaslard. 
That letter discussed the president of 
the United States in a very uncliplo. 
matic way for a representative of a 
friendly nation accredited to this gov- 
ernment. Tt all helped to feed the fires 
that had been kindled in the states by 
the insistent and omnipresent news- 
paper. 
Public opinion was then, al- 


most instantly, mirrored m congress 
By me senate discussing intervention 
in Cuba and the \ery day before the 
jVJatne was blown up, congress adopted 
3. resolution requesting the president 
to transmit information relative to the 
situation in Cuba. 


On top of this state of affairs came 


the shock of the Maine disaster, a 
shock that was felt throughout the 
earth and seems destined to become as 
hi&toric as "the shot that was heard 
around the -norld." The treachery and 
cruelty of Spain in her own possesions, 
ol which the American people had by 
tWs time become fully advised, left 
them room for no conclusion other than 
that the destruction of the Maine was 
a Spanish insult to the American flag 
^nd a fair sample of the Spanish mods 
of barbarous warfare. 
This country 


•was instantly aflame. The smoldering 
fires of righteous indignation were lit 
tip and fanned as by a hurricane. Their 
glare has not yet passed away and may 
tinge a century or more of future time. 
There was a unanimous call to arms 
that cruel Spain might be justly pun- 
ished and the suspected treacherous 
assaslnation of American sailors might 
be avenged. Event crowded on event 
until a unanimous congress passed the 
$50.000,000 war appropriation March 8 
and 9 and until war was declared April 
£2 and on the same date the Americans 
captured the Spanish 
lumberman, 


Buena Ventura, the first prize of the 
war. The events succeeding are graven 
deeply on the American mind. 
They 


have drawn forth the plaudits of the 
world. Our sacrificed soldiers Bleep in 
Cuban and Philippine soil and our 
armies are still in the field as an in- 
evitable consequence of the death of 
those who rest in Havana harbor. And 
the world question today is "What 
for?" That the highest civilization on 
earth may be extended and made 
higher.

Thomas and Nancy Robinson of Ad- 
ams, Mass., and was a Daughter of 
the American Revolution by right of 
descent from Denison Robinson, who 
was a sergeant of Captain Hazeltine's 
company of minute men, which march' 
ed to Cambridge on the "Lexington 
alarm" in April, 1775, and was com- 
missioned captain of the second com- 
pany of militia in Harowick June 11, 
1778. 
He was a member also of the im- 


portant committee of correspondence 
in 1778.

valuable member, who always had a 
warm interest !n our society, and 
wished fior its prosperity.

Memories Revived by This Winter and 


the Last Blizzard. 


The severity of this winter and es 


peoially the recent storm has had the 
effect 
of 
increasing 
the 
interest, 


especially among the older inhabitants 
in the storms of the past 50 years. 
There has for some years been a popu- 
lar superstition that "good, old fash- 
ioned winters" were out of date, but 
this winter proves the superstition 
false, It will be of interest to recall, 


'however, some of the storms of the old 
times. 


On a recent evening in Bennington a 


number of men considerably more than 
fifty years old had assembled in a 
public place and as usual the topic 
soon turned on the old fashioned se- 
verity of the current month. All re- 
membered winters of extreme and pro- 
tracted cold, but few could give exact 
dates. 


One gentleman stated that the win- 


ter of 1866-67 was the severest he ever 
experienced. He stated that on De- 
cember 27, 1866, came the greatest snow 
storm that the oldest inhabitant had 
any recollection of experiencing. The 
snow began to fall early on the morn- 
Ing of that day and continued without 
the least intermission, and in a perfect 
shower until about noon of the next 
day. From careful measurements the 
depth of snow was set at twenty-eight 
inches. The remainder of the winter 
brought cold waves, winds't.nu storms 
on land and sea. 


Another recollected that the weather 


was extremely severe from January 15 
to March 28. 1885. Fifteen inches of 
snow fell on February 16 and drifted in 
huge piles, stalling railroad trains and 
rendering country roads impassable 


The winters of 1841 and 1857 were 


also mentioned as memorable for se- 
verity. A novel feature of that winter, 
however, was a tiny thunder shower 
that took place at about midnight on 
the night of January 24. Several bril- 
liant jets split the clouds and the thun- 
der growled once or twice. 


Probably the most memorable cold 


winter since the settlement of Ben- 
nington was in 1804, the frequent cold 
waves of that winter being intense and 
the snow for a considerable part of the 
season was about three feet deep on a 
level. 


'The old Vermont Gazette, which was 


published at Bennington Centre, speaks 
in its issue of March 13, 1804. of three 
men who in a banter tunneled through 
a snow drift near the residence of Gen. 
David Robinson, who lived in the house 
at Bennington Centre now occupied by 
the 
family of the late George W. 


Robinson. The tunnel was several 
rods in length and so high that sleighs 
drov through it. Adjoining this arch, 
on the west side of it, was formed a 
spacious circular concave about eight 
feet in diameter and more than six 
feet high, with a seat dug out in the 
snow around it, and adjacent to it In 
the avenue was a niche for a pot of 
coals by means of which the pro- 
prietors of the curiosity regaled their 
friends for several evenings with hot 
toddy, flip, etc., made under a snow- 
bank. For a time the tunnel was the 
chief attraction of the town.

Steam Railroads In All Directions. 


Boston, Feb. 14.—At the 
Boston 


weather bureau, J. W. Smith, the local 
forecast official, stated that the con- 
dition of the weather In the United, 
States at the 8 o'clock observation yes- 
terday morning was unprecedented In 
his experience, and, so far as h« knew, 
in the annals of the weather bureau. 
With the exception of a strip along the 
Pacific coast, the entire country is in 
the grip of freezing,weather, while in 
the south the cold is intense. 


Some idea of the conditions prevailing 


there may be gained from the statement 
that at the mormngr observation the 
reading: of the thermometer at Mont- 
gomery, Ala,-^ 12 degrees colder than 
it was in this\-lty, with corresponding 
temperature through that section, even 
New Orleans being only six above. The 
line of zero temperature traverses th« 
weather chart in a direction almost 
never seen before. As a rule it of course 
runs approximately east and west, but 
yesterday It began at a point near the 
mouth of jjie St. Lawrence and run about 
south by -west, some distance from the 
Atlantic seaboard, to a point near the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico. In fact it 
is not definitely known that it does not 
extend to the gulf, asi on accou »t of the 
storm, reports are wanting from points 
farther south, but it is known that the 
zero line goes at least as far south as this. 
From there it turns and runs about 
northwest to Oklahoma, and from there 
almost directly north to the Canadian 
border. Thus the belt of weather below 
zero, instead of being spread across the 
United States from east to west as is 
ordinarily the case, runs almost directly 
north and south through the center of 
the country. 


In the southern portion of this belt 


they are usually planting their spring 
crops at this time of year, while now the 
cold all through it is more severe than 
it is an New England. All through the 
southern states the suffering Is Intense, 
as there are no facilities there for with- 
standing such severe cold, while there is 
no doubt but that the destruction to 
crops, especially to the orange orchards 
in Florida, must have been very great. 
On account of the storm some reports 
are wanting, but with the zero line not 
far from Jacksonville there is little hope 
but the cold weather record there has 
been wiped out, and the destruction of a 
few1 years ago more than duplicated. 


Except for this condition of affairs in 


the south, the cold is not remarkable in 
any part of the country. Indianapolis 
has it 16 degrees below, Cincinnati 10 de- 
grees, St Louis 8 degrees, St. Paul 14 de- 
grees, Milwaukee 6 degrees, Rockliffe 
(Can) 32 degrees, and White River 
(Can 
) 34 degrees below. 


The storm covers the whole Atlantic 


seaboard, including Florida.' A good deal 
of snow has fallen especially in eastern 
New Jersey and Maryland, where there 
has been from seven to 12 inches on a 
level. 


At noon the gale here was increasing 


in force, and the wind was blowing 40 
miles an hour outside the light. Reports 
from Sandy Hook state that the wind 
there is blowing 60 miles an hour, and 
high wind velocities are also reported 
from Block island and Nantucket. At 
Highland Light it is ffiared that the gale 
will be one of the worst for many years, 
although no casualties have yet been re- 
ported. 


The storm, following the severe cold 


wave of last week seems to have been 
a fitting climax for the severest winter 
weather that has been experienced in 
this region for many years. 
On sea 


and land the inclemency of the weather 
has been the one great feature, and suf- 
fering has been intense, not only among 
teamen, but with all trainmen and es- 
pecially the poor of the great cities. 


The mam storm began at an early hour 


yesterday morning, and since then it has 
snowed incessantly, v hile the nortfi- 
east gale at times reached a velocity of 
over 50 miles an hour. 


The steam railroad companies wres- 


tled all day with 
the- great drift*, 


and not being equipped with modern 
western machines' for handling such 
vast quantities of snow the train ser- 
vice became badiv crippled, and by 
night 
was 
prartirally 
suspended 


throughout Ne\v 
Rngland. 


The electric car lines, except In Bos- 


ton and one or- tv,o other large cities, 
gave up the unequal fight early in the 
day, and not one of the suburban com- 
panies moved a car after 10 o'clock in 
the morning. 


While many business men and a vast 


army of ahopworkers found it com- 
paratively easy to reach Mie cities yes- 
terday morning, it was an entirely dif- 
ferent matter in getting home, and a ' 
large number in nearly every one of 
the great manufacturing center! were 
eltncr obliged to it-i.i<ini all night at 
Hieir places of employment or seek ho- 
tels, which became crowded at an early ' 
hour last evening.

Few dispatches were received from 


along the coast, but the meagre news 
that did arrive forecasted a tale of Buf- 
fering, the details of which will prob- 
ably arrive today and tomorrow. 
It 


will probably be some days before New 
England can (hake itself clear of the 
great masse* of snow and the deep 
drifts which are now a prevailing fea- 
ture of the landscape. 


Thousands of people who are accus- 


tomed tp_f a to th\s_uburbs to »P«n4 the 


•£ ____.-» wuo were anxious 


to reach dlitant cities were obliged to 
remain in Boston ia»t night, owing to thf 
complete tteup of every railroad running 
out of Boston. All the different dlvla- 
JOM of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford were blocked late in the after- 
noon by great drifts, the short suburban 
service being as much affected as the 
through train*. Only five miles out of 
the city three engines were stalled and a 
relief train had to be sent out, but it was 
a late hour before the engines were pulled 
from the drift. 


There were no train* to or from Cape 


Cod during the afternoon, and the Provi- 
dence division was as badly crippled a* 
any of the others. No New York ma- 
arrived In this city after an early houi 
in the morning, and it was understood 
that most of the trains were siallec 
somewhere in Connecticut. One or twc 
trains came in from the west on the 
Boston and Albany during the morning 
but later in the day traffic was sus 
ponded. 


On the FJtchburg and Boston and 


Maine similar conditions existed, tin 
only through train on the latter being 
two from the east, which arrived here 
late in the afternoon, both four or five 
hours late. 


The heaviest snowstorm that has been 


experienced for years prevailed at 
Provincetown yesterday. 
Th« storm 


was accompanied by northeast wind of 
hurricane force, and a mountainous sea 
was running off the cape. A large num- 
ber of sailing craft put into Province- 
town harbor for shelter. Early yester- 
day morning an unknown three-master 
and three coasters went into the harbor 
all badly iced. Their identity could not 
be learned. The harbor is partly frozen 
over,. and the water from Provincetown 
chore to Long Point 1* a mass of Ice. The 
life saving stations report "all well," 
but the heavy gale, accompanied by con- 
tinuous and increasing snow squalls, 
made it very difficult to patrol the 
beach. 


New York was the storm center, or 


rather th^ center of two opposing storms, 
one from the Gulf of Mexico and the 
other from the northwest. The storm 
which developed in the gulf region Satur- 
day night moved in a northerly direction. 
Another storm, started on the Canada 
coast.and met the one from the south 
over New York. The temperature was 
not so low as it has been, but the wind, 
which sent the blinding snow into great 
drifts along the thoroughfares, made up 
for it. At no time since midnight Sun- 
day night has'the -thermometer risen 
above 9 d*grees above zero. Drifts are 
piled up in the streets to a depth of four 
feet, and the present weather conditions 
indicate that they will be much deeper. 


The ferry traffic to New Jersey, Long 


Island and Staten island was uncertain. 
Both the North and East rivers are filled 
with floating ice and navigation becomes 
hourly more difficult. Tfie Big Brooklyn 
bridge was taxed to the utmost by traffic 
from the ferries. The bridge trains were 
packed like herring cans. The bridge 
was 30 inches higher in the center than 
the normal on account of tbe contrac- 
tion of the iron and steel work. Chuef 
Engineer Martin says it is not in any 
danger, however. 


The William Lawrence tosr, 


Savannah, Feb. 14.—The steamship 


'Villiani Lawrence of the Merchants and 
Miners' line, between Baltimore and Sa-' 
vannah, is a wreck and probably a total 
loss oft Port Royal, S. C. She left Bal- 
timore on Wednesday last with a full 
cargo, but no passengers. 
Saturday 


she ran into a severe storm off' the 
South Caroina coast. 
She became dis- 


abled, and in a helpless condition drift- 
ed ashore near the Port Royal bar. The 
crew abandoned the ship in four boats. 
One boat, containing A. J. Morrissella, 
second engineer, and John Canaway, 
John Donahue, William Siefert, Charles 
Green and Frank Bolden, seamen, made 
Port Royal. 
Three other boats, con- 


taining Captain Willis, the first and sec- 
ond officers and other engineers and 
members of the crew, have not been 
heard from. 
Whether they have been 


lost is in doubt. 
The wires to Port 


Rpyal are in trouole. 
The assistant 


engineer 
reported 
to the company's 


agent here, giving the facts of the 
wreck. 
He has doubts of the survival 


of the three missing1 boats, as the weath- 
er was seveie. The names of the miss- 
Ing men cannot be ascertaineg here. 
The men suffered terrible 
hardships 


from the cold in the open boat, and were 
nearly exhausted when they" reached 
land. Agent Carolan expresses the hope 
that the missing boats made land, as the 
ship was near shore when abandonee:, 
and may not have reported owing to 
the interruption of the telegraph by the 
storm. 


Germanic Goes Down. 


New York, Feb. 14.—The White Star 


line steamer Germanic sank at her pier 
last evening, and is now lying there i 
partially submerged. 
The accident ia 


said to have been due to the heavy coat- 
ing of ice, which formed on the sides of 
the steamer. 
The continued loading 


of coal, combined with the heavy weight 
of the ice, caused the steamer to list and 
slowly sink to the bottom. It Is said 
that no one is injured. 


Refrigerator Bare* Wtnetcmi. 


St. John's, N/ F., Feb. 14.—The Ameri- 


can refrigerator barge Tillid, which was 
towed from Gloucester, Mass., last No- 
vember to freeze herring for use as baij 
by American fisMng vessels, went ashore 
at Woody island, Plauentia bay, in the 
storm Sunday night and became a total 
wreck, though part of the cargo waa 
saved. 


Collier In Dlitrew. 


Lewes, Del., Feb. H.—The United 


States steam collier Sterling is flying 
signals of distress. She is dragging her 
anchor, and U IB feared she may be 
crushed against the stone breakwater. 
No assistance can be rendered the col- 
lier, owing to the fields of drift ic*. 


Likely to Sink, 


Portsmouth, O.. Feb. 14.—The steamet 


Portsmouth was caught by an immense 
Jam of ice yesterday, and shotted ashore 
on the Kentucky side of the Ohio river. 
She is badly stove in, and will probably 
go to the bottom when the Ohio rises. 


Tirnty Fires at Baiton. 


Boston, Feb. 14.—In the midst of the 


terrific blizzard yesterday, the fire de- 
partment answered over 20 alarms foe 
fires, only two of which were of any 
considerable consequence. 
A tannery 


in Charlestown. belonging to Q. F. Cal- 
ler, was badly damaged. 
Tbe loss is 


estimated at $6000. Only a short dis- 
tance away, in Somervllle, the works of 
the Standard Vinegar company was al- 
most completely destroyed, the loss be- 
ing estimated at 115,000. 
Owing to the 


great depth of the snow, the depart- 
ment had great difficulty In answering 
tbe numerous alarm*, but succeeded by 
quick work in keeping the losses down, 
In nearly every case, to small amounts. 


Mr. •> .«• vcate tJy Wain",'the 


storm occasioned many vacant places 
in the houce. 
It also interferred with 


the attendance in committee rooms, and 
a number of hearings had to be post- 
poned. 
Three committees that had 


Boston matters to deal with had the 
largest attendance. 
The matters con- 


sidered by them were the replacing of the 
Tremont street tracks, of givinp the 
mayor a veto power over the Boston 
police board's appropriation, the ques- 
tion of control of leases of the park de- 
partment's wharveti and floats, and cer- 
tain restrictions regarding high build- 
ings and advertisements adjoining tbe 
parks. 


In the senate the committee on cities 


reported against the bill to provide that 
bathhouses, floats and landings in Bos- 
ton's park system be leased to the high- 
est bidder for one year only, the leasing 
power to be with the mayor and alder- 
men instead of the park commission. 


The house committee on railroads re- 


ported leave to withdraw on the peti- 
tion of the town of Templeton for legis- 
lation to piovide that interest on money 
borrowed by cities and towns for abcl- 
ishing grade crossings shall be Included 
in the aggregate of grade crossing ex- 
penses. 
Ought not to pass was re- 


ported on the bill that patrol wagons 
and ambulances of the Boston police de- 
partment shall be driven by regular offi- 
cers. 


The committee on rules reported ought 


not to pass on the order for an Inves- 
tigation of the gas interests in Boston, 
also favoring suspension of the rules 
to admit the petition of the Marlboro 
and Westboro railway company for ex- 
tension of time to construct its road, and 
against suspending the rules on a bill 
to regulate the business of trust com- 
panies. 


Four Bnllat Wonncls. 


Providence, Feb. 14.—Medical Ex- 


aminers Longfellow, Perkins and Terry 
held an autopsy yesterday on the body 
of Mrs. Amos D. Palmer, who was shot 
by her husband at their home in Edge- 
wood, a suburb of this city, Sunday 
night. 
Four bullet holes were found in 


the 
left 
breast, and one in the left 


arm, entering at the wrist and leaving 
at the elbow. Th'e upper wound, about 
three inches above the nipple, caused 
death, the bullet having passed through 
the heart. 
The wounds were close to- 


gether, a short distance below, and the 
fourth was within a radius of four 
Inches. 
The course of the bullets con- 


verged to the stomach, through which 
they passed, lodging in and near the 
spine. 
Medical Examiner Longfellow 


has reported the case to Coroner Haw- 
kins, who will hold an inquest. 


Latest Purchase, 


London, Feb. 14.—Sir Thomas LJpton, 


the challenger for the America's cup, 
has purchased, it is reported, the mag- 
nificent steam yacht Aejusa for £80,000, 
upon which he will entertain a large 
company during the races for the cup. 
The Aejusa, whach is one of the largest 
pleasure craft afloat, was formerly 
owned by Count Ignazio Flono of 
Palermo, well Xrown as the owner of 
Valkyrie I. She is 300 feet long, of 1242 
tons burdan, and has a sea speed of 17 
knots. Count Florio paid her builders 
£60,000.

WERE THEY POISONED? 


Four Persons Mel Death In a Hysteri- 


Manner at Marlboro. 


Three Others Narrowly Es- 


caped Similar Fate. 


Onto! Ifte victims Had Reeertly Gene 


Work In • Shoe Factory 


to 


Marlboro, Mass., Feb. 14.—Police Offi- 


cer Harnett found four persons dead 
and three persons unconscious in a 
house in the rear of the John A. Frye 
shoe factory. 
The medical examiner 


at once began an investigation to de- 
termine the cause of death. 


The dead are: Edward F. Underwood, 


about 50 years old; Olive Clifford, aged 
24, daughter of Edward; John Clifford, 
2 years oW, son of Olive; Frances Under- 
wood, a years old, daughter of Edward, 


The unconscious persona were: Robert 


McMullen, about 55 years old; Mrs 
Underwood, wife of Edward Underwood; 
Guy Underwood, a son. 


This peculiar case was brought to light 


when a young woman Informed Police 
Officer Harnett, who was patrolling his 
beat in front of the John A. Frye fac- 
tory, that a small house In the rear ap- 
peared to be on nre. Harnett went to 
the house and forced an entrance to the 
kitchen. The room was full of smoke, 
but not sufficient to indicate that the 
building was on flre. The officer went to 
the table and found a woman sitting bs- 
side it. She didn't answer, so the offi- 
cer threw open the windows to clear the 
smoke. Then he perceived an elderly 
man lying on a lounge and a young man 
sitting in a chair beside the stove. 
Harnett succeeded in roueing only the 
old man, but as he couldn't talk intelli- 
gently the officer went Into the next 
room. On the floor, on a mattress, were 
four persons, and the officer fourd that 
they were all dead. All were partially 
undressed. In the kitchen was a small 
wood atove, in which a fire was burning, 
but there was little wood in it. 


Harnett immediately sent word to the 


police station and tbe city marshal and 
the medical examiner responded.' The 
unconscious persons were taken to the 
station in a hack and physicians sum- 
moned, who gave treatment to save the 
lives of the unfortunates. A little later 
all the persons were identified as in the 
above list. Two hours later the four 
bodies were taken to the city morgue and 
the medical examiner began an ThTjuiry 
to determine the cause of death. 


This inquiry continued until quite late, 


and after it was ever Medical Examiner 
Hoitt and City Physician Dorvm had a 
conference, the subject of which, how- 
ever, is not made known. When Dr. 
Hoitt was interviewed he declined to ex- 
press an opinion as to the cause of the 
four deaths, or what, if anything, had 
developed In his examination. He, how- 
ever, admitted that he had endeavored 
to g*t in telephonic communication with 
the district attorney. An autopsy will 
be held. 


When it became evident that there was 


mystery as to the cause of death tha 
police began a strict inquiry into tha 
habits and tecent doings of the Under- 
wood family. They have not learned yet 
much to clear up the mystery. The 
Underwood family, who were evidently 
in very straightened circumstances, 
moved into the small house in which 
they were found & few days ago, and the 
furniture had not been arranged in the 
several rooms. 


Late last night Mrs. Underwood, Mr. 


McMullen and the son, Guy, had been re- 
yived sufficiently to talk but little could 
be learned from them. Th«y acted as if 
under the influence of a diug. 


The discovery of the condition of these 


people was almost by coincidence. Tha 
young woman, Olive, was gent for last 
week to go to work in one of the shoe 
shops. Yesterday she failed to appear, 
and in tne afternoon another young 
woman called at the Underwood house 
to ascertain if she would be at work in 
the morning It was this young woman 
who found srr»oke coming from the win- 
dow and i eturned to the street to tell 
Officer Harnett 
The latter said he did 


not kno\\ his informant. The officer 
further said that the house was greatly 
disordered, furriture being thrown hap- 
hazard about the rooms. There was both 
wood and coal in the house. Neighbors 
of the family are positive that they saw 
members of the Underwood family about 
the house during the day. 


When asked for his opinion as to when 


death ensued, Medical Examiner Hoitt} 
said the bodfps \vere cold "when found, j 
and that the four persons had been dead 
some hours 
He did not believe the 


family suffered or died fi om exposure. 


The Underwood family had lived in 


various places in this city for several 
years, although two years ago they 
moved to Framingham and then right 
back again. Mr. Underwocd •was a box 
maker by trade, but had done some rail- 
roading. 
McMullen appears to have 


been a boarder with the family. 


The police have been unable to make 


much headway in the case. They are de- 
pending upon the result of the autopsy 
to give them facts to work on. Late last 
night City Marshal Pope said that among 
the things found In the kitchen was a 
bottle which bad contained liquor. After 
careful consideration he had found little 
to strengthen the theory of asphyxia-' 
tion. He declined to commit himself on 
the poison theory, which has grown 
stronger.

Manila, Feb. 14.—9:45 a. m.—The United 


States gunboat Petrel arrived late last 
evening with dispatches from Brigadier 
General Marcus P. Miller to Major Gen- 
eral Otis, announcing that lloilo had 
been taken by the combined military and 
naval forces on Saturday morning. 


General Miller, on receipt of his In- 


structions from Manila, sent native com- 
missioners ashore 
from th« United 


States transport St. Paul with a com- 
munication for the rebel governor of 
lloilo, calling upon him to surrender 
within] a time stated and warning him 
not to make a demonstration in the in- 
terval. 


The rebels immediately moved their 


guns and prepared to defend their posi- 
tion. Thereupon the Petrel fired two 
warning guns, the rebels immediately) 
opening flre upon her. 


The Petrel and the Baltimore then 


bombarded the town, which the rebels, 
having set on fire, immediately evacu- 
ated. 


American troops were promptly landed / 


and extinguished the fires in all cases of 
foreign property, hut not before coneid- , 
erable damage had been done.

It is believed that the enemy's loss 


during the bombardment was heavy, but 
no American casualties are reported. 


Same Old lilnff. 


Montreal, Feb. 14.—Agoncillo yester- 


day declared the statement that he ad- 
vised Agulnaldo to drive the Americans 
out of the Philippines before reinforce- 
ments armed to be a lie. Agoncillo 
added: "I absolutely deny that I have 
sent a cablegram provoking the present 
war. When the time comes I will pro- 
duce both the cable I sent to Agumaldo 
and the cable I received in reply from 
him. They will clear me from any such 
accusation." He then showed the first 
official cablegram which he had received 
ahout the situation at Manila, and which 
Cdme through the Hong Kong junta. 
This stated that the Americans w ere to 
blame for everything and had publicly 
announced that they antended to ex- 
terminate the Filipinos. 


Agconcillo, speaking of the arrival at 


San Francisco of General Dios and Se- 
nor Riveiera, Aguinaldo's commission- 
ers to Washington, said that their pres- 
ence on this side of the water was an- 
other proof that the Filipinos desired 
honorable dealing with the United 
States in the present crisis. It was an- 
other indication that Aguinaldo never 
intended to harass OF embarrass the 
American army at Manila, or provoke a 
conflict with the American forces.

Agoncillo, might have an important 
bearing upon the present situation, as

Washington, Feb. 14.—The entire cost 


of the recasting of the navy on new 
lines, as proposed in the pending per- 
sonnel bill, will be $2,002,569. This fact 
is set out in a communication to the 
United States senate from Secretary 
Long, in answer to a resolution of in- 
quiry introduced by Senator Jones of 
Arkansas. Merging the line officers and 
engineers, as is proposed in the bill, the 
cost of the combination would be ?2,- 
665,600, which is $600,000 more than the 
total of the present pay to both 
branches.

That they would make 
effective and all but unconquerable al- 
lies for the Filipinos' leader is a fact 
that is as disturbing as it is obvious.

City and County Emerge 


From the Huge Snow 


Drifts. 


STREET GARS AND RAILROADS RUN 


And Mails Begin; to Arrive. Streets 


Being Cleared and Every Man 


Willing to Work is 
Eag- 


erly Sought. 


North Adams and Northern Berk- 


shire is now convalescent from the 
shock of the great blizzard, and by to- 
night will be in a very nearly normal 
condition, with the exception that a 
good many tons of surplus snow will 
still remain. Every line of travel has 
been hard at work since yesterday 
morning, and snow shoveling has been 
the one occupation of a majority of 
citizens for a day or so. 


The temperature, which for some 


days has been unusually low, began to 
rise this morning, and stood at nearly 
SO degrees above zero this noon. 
It 


went down last "night below zero, and 
from 6 o'clock this morning to noon 
the rise was very rapid .going up 26 de- 
grees in that time. 


The schools were opened this morn- 


ing after a day and a half of "no 
school," and the attendance was un- 
expectedly large in all the schools. 


Street Kali way Running. 


Probably the hardest work clone by 


any one as a result, of the storm was 
that which fell to the lot of the street 
railway people, and they are dese'rving 
of a good deal of credit for the man- 
ner in which the line has been handled. 
Since early Tuesday morning every 
man who could be secured to handle a 
shovel has been put on the tracks, and 
the managers worked harder than any 
one else on the line. 


It was quickly found that the snow 


plow was of little use, as the drifts 
were packed solidly. Gangs of men 
with shovels were therefore set at 
work, and the only trouble was that 
not enough men could be secured. The 
physical strain was great, and many 
men worked till they were almost un- 
able to stand up. All who could worked 
through the night last night, and as 
far as possible meals were served to 
the men where they were working. 


The shovelers reached Main street in 


this city on the Adams line a little 
after S q'clock last night, and last eve- 
ning cars were running to Adams. 


The drifts on the line were almost 


continuous, from two to 10 feet in 
height. At the park the worst stretch 
of road was reached, and there an al- 
most continuous series of drifts higher 
than the men's heads was met. 


At S o'clock this' morning the Wil- 


liamstown line was opened up to Black- 
inton, -and at 12.30 this afternoon the 
first car reached the station at Wil- 
liamstown. The line was hi very bad 
shape, and the worst places were met 
at what is known as'the rock cut just 
west of Blackinton. There the snow 
was one smooth surface from the top 
of the cut down over the track to the 
railroad tracks. 


The Beaver line could not be touched 


until some of the snov,r was removed 
from the street outside the tracks, as 
throwing snow off the tracks would 
have made the street impassable for 
sleighs. 


The street railway expects to have 


all lines opened to the terminals by 
this evening. 


Tlie City'a Work. 


Superintendent Owens had all the 


men and teams he could secure at 
work on the streets today, and snow 
was rapidly sledded from the streets. 
The city and street railway company 
united in this work, each furnishing 
men and teams. 


Railroads and IVTall*. 


The Fitchburg ran all its trains to- 


day, and while the early 
morning 


trains were in some cases late, by af- 
ternoon most of the trains were com- 
ing in on schedule time. The Boston 
& Albany local branch ran on time, 
but this morning1 the main line was 
blocked again, and connections from 
Springfield were not made till nearly 
noon. 


The mails were heavy, Including the 


mail of two days, and the employes 
of the postonlce were kept busy today.

The police department was kept busy 


yesterday afternoon and this morning 
serving notices on property owners 
who had not cleaned their sidewalks 
according to law. There were large 
numbers who had not cleaned their 
walks this morning, although under 
the city ordinance the time when this 
must be done expired at 11 o'clock last 
night. A limit of 18 hpiirs after the 
end of the storm is allowed in which 
to clean walks. 


On account of the unusual severity 


of the storm an extra allowance of 
time was given today, or the district 
court would have been crowded with 
well known citizens.
